Notwithstanding the fact that 
Mr. Baiz is not an American citizen, the 
government has determined to give him the 
protection which should be accorded a rep- 
fesentative of the United States in a foreign 
country. 
Mr. Baiz was born in St. Thomas andisa 
Danish citizen. The Venezuelan govern- 
_ Ment issued an exequatur recognizing Igna- 
tio Baiz as a United States consular officer, 
and consequently the State department holds 
he is entitled to protection. It appears 
that Baiz is engaged in a commercial! enter-

Defending the rights of Americans in Vene- 
‘Buela is far from being as easy a matter as 
people might think. 
The State department 
cannot move in any 
direction in Venezuela 
Without a clash of 
American interests. It 
is quite well understood now that the present 
tevolutionary government and the constant 
friction with the United States consular and 
Giplomatic officers may be traced directly to 
the Malign influence of the two rival asphalt 
Sompanies.* These two New York corpora- 
tions now have paid agents in Washington 
Whose duty it is to enlist the influence of 
“prominent men, and also to visit the State 
Gepartment daily to ‘“‘ demand protection ”’ 
for their property in Venezuela. One asphalt 
Company supports the present Venezuelan 
s°vernment both morally and financially. 
The other and older asphalt concern, which 
has long enjoyed a monopoly of the asphalt 
lake, is against the present government and 
encourages the rebels.

Buildings and Grounds Com- 
mittee Recommends Many 
Projects for Addi- 
tional: Room. 


END TO OVERCROWDING. 


Accommodations to Be Provided 
for 15,750 More Pupils 
Within Twelve 

Months. 


MONEY READY FOR WORK. 


School sites and buildings valued at $3,951,- 
697 were’ decided on yesterday by the Build- 
ings and Grounds committee of the Board of 
Education. The ground is to be purchased 
and the buildings are to be erected within the 
coming year, and when the work is done 
15,569 pupils who have been attending school 
in rented buildings or who have had only 
half-day sessions will be provided for. The 
expenditure of nearly $4,000,000 was voted 
with little opposition, Trustee Peterson of 
Irving Park being the only member of the 
board who wanted more for his districathan 
was allowed. 

“The distribution of these schools,” said 
Trustee Clayton Mark, who was largely re- 
sponsible for the schedule, ‘‘ will provide for 
90 per cent of the children now suffering 
from overcrowded conditions in the schools. 
We have the money and work will be 
fished.” 

A new South Division High School to take 
the place of the old one, overcrowded and 
injured by the South Side Elevated road, is 
the most expensive single building provided 
for. It is to cost $275,000 and is to be located 
in Prairie avenue between Thirty-eighth and 
Thirty-ninth streets. 

The English High and Manual Training 
School and the new West Division High 
School, which have been planned for some 
time, are each to cost $250,000. The High and 
Manual Training School is to be in West Van 
Buren street ‘between Oakley avenue and 
Irving place. The West Division High School 
will be in Adams street between Seeley and 
Hoyne avenues.

COUNCIL GIVES CONSENT TO OCc- 
CUPY LAKE FRONT. 


Bill Now Before the Legislature Is to 
Be Amended and Pressed to Passage 
—Montgomery Ward Withholds Per- 
mission to Occupancy of the Ground 
—Proposed Buildings on Site — St. 
Gaudens Makes Lincoln Statue— 
Board Adds Social Economics. 


So far as the city is concerned, consent has 
‘been given: to the trustees of the Crerar 
Library to erect a building on the Lake 
Front Park. A revised ordinance was rec- 
ommended to the City Council last night by 
the Committee on Streets and Alleys South 
and was passed under suspension ‘of the 
rules. As the site now proposed is different 
from that stipulated in the bills before the 
Legislature, a change will be necessary be- 
fore consent is granted by the General 
Assembly. 

‘‘Mr. Ward will not consent to the erec- 
tion of the Crerar Building on the lake 
front,’’ said George P. Merrick, attorney for 
Montgomery Ward, when’ informed ‘of the 
action of the Council last night. “ He re- 
fused in the past to permit any building to 
be c@nstructed there, and I see no reason 
why he should make an exception In this 
case.” 

Regardless of Mr. Merrick’s statement, the 
Board of Trustees of the Crerar Library still 
hope to secure his consent and that of all 
the abutting property-owners. 


Site for City Buildings. 

The site given by the city is that portion 

of the park between Monroe and Madison 
streets. This will leave a site for the pro- 
posed municipal building north of the library. 
Plans including the ideas for this consolida- 
tion have been drawn by Peter Wight, secre- 
tary of the Municipal Art leaguesand were 
submitted to the committee yesterday. 
_ Judge Grosscup explained to the committee 
the necessity for obtaining immediate ac- 
tion from the Council on the request, as 
the site had been changed in the revised 
ordinance and it would) be necessary to 
amend the legislative bills. For this reason 
the ordinance was presented to the Council] 
as original matter, with the statement that 
the committee was unanimously in favor 
of recommending it. It was passed upon 
suspension of the rules. 

Under the provisions of the ordinance the 
consent of every abutting property-owner 
must be obtained. The main building of 
the library must be erected within six years 
after the passage of the ordinance, and 
if this provision be not complied with the 
ordinance becomes void. Consent also was 
given to the trustees to erect the statue 
of Lincoln, provided for by the will of John 
Crerar upon any site to be selected in the 
park. 

Plans for Park Divisions. 

The plans for the consolidation of buildings 
on the lake front now provide for the erection 
of a municipal building on the site between 
Randolph and Madison streets, a frontage of 
790 feet. Crerar Library is _ given 
a site from Madison to Monroe, with a front- 
age of 380 feet. The Art Institute has a 
frontage of 840 feet. The plans include pro- 


Randolph street in the rear of the proposed 
City Hall to Madison street. It is to afford 
a connection with the north boulevards by 
way of the Randolph street viaduct. Space 
just north of the proposed City Hall is left 
for a police and fire station. East of the 
Crerar Library on the made land is the 
reservation for the armories and parade 
‘ground. 

The Art Institute contemplates the building 
of a bridge, to be known as the “ Bridge of 
Arts,’’ across the Lilinois Central tracks, to 
be used to connect the main building with the 
school building,.which is to be built east of 
the Illinois Central right of way. This bridge 
will be a two or three story building and will 
be designed as a picture gallery. 

Members of the Crerar Board of Trustees 
will go to Springfield this morning to look 
after the amending of the bill now in the 
Legislature granting the right to erect cer- 
tain ebuildings on the lake front. The bill 
will be read the second time in the Senate 
and amendments will be offered to correspond 
with the measure passed by the City Council 
last night.- 

St. Gaudens to Make Statue. 

The site reserved for a statue of Abraham 
Lincoln will be the location of the latest 
work of St. Gaudens. The will of Mr. Crerar 
set aside $100,000 to be expended for this 
statue when a satisfactory location was se- 
cured. That sum has increased to $150,000. 
Four years ago St. Gaudens was authorized 
to commence his work and it is expected to be 
completed in three years. - 


Secures Social Economics Collection. 
- Judge Peter S. Grosscup, President of the 
Crerar Library Board of Trustees, stated last 
night that the board had obtained the option 
in London on the finest collection of papers 
.on social economics in the world, They will 
cost $100,000. | 

Judge Grosscup further said the board is In 
communication with certain Paris collectors 
with the view of procuring an extensive sup- 
ply of maps, which will prove a valuable addi- 
tion to the library.

STUDENTS RIOT IN 
ST. PETERSBURG. 


Crowds Assemble A bout Kazan 
Cathedral and Fight Po- 
lice and ‘Troops of 
Mounted Cossacks. 


STOP SERVICE IN CHURCH. 


Red Flag Hoisted by the Mob 
- Causes Soldiers to Charge 
and Use Whips on 
Heads of All. 


HUNDREDS ARE ARRESTED. 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune. ] 

ST. PETERSBURG, March 18.—The stu- 
dents made a demonstration at the Kazan 
Cathedral yesterday as a mark of protest 
against the recent revision of the student 
regulations and the excommunication of 
Count Tolstoi. 

After a day of continued disturbarices and 
hand to hand fights with the police 800 stu- 
dents have been arrested, one child crushed 
to death, and innumerable persons injured. 

The excuse for the demonstration was the 
anniversary of the suicide of a young girl 
in the Fortress of St. Peter and St. Paul, 
Where she was under arrest accused of a 
political offense. 

Mounted Cossacks charged the crowds re- 
peatedly and used their whips on the faces 
and heads of all alike. 


Workmen Join Smdents. 

As at Moscow and elsewhere, many work- 
men joined the students. The trouble began 
at noon and continued until nightfall. It 
required two regiments of Cossacks, a 
squadron of gendarmes, and all the mounted 
and unmounted police of the capital to quell 
the trouble. The chief grievances were the 
recent rule issued by the late M. Bogolepoff, 
Minister of Public Instruction, who died a 
few days ago from the effects of are olver 
wound inflicted by Peter Karpovich, and the 
excommunication of Count Tolstol. 

Several hundred students had made a pro- 
test against the excommunication and peti- 
tioned the Metropolitan of St. Petersburg to 
also excommunicate them, 


Begin Disturbance in Church. 

The petition was unnoticed, and on Sunday 
the students for the purpose of showing that 
they no longer desired to belong to the Or- 
thodox Church assembled within the Kazan 
Cathedral, shouting, laughing, smoking, 
whistling, and pelting the holy pictures while 
the priests were preparing the elements for 
mass. The congregation indignantly tried 
to drive the students out and a general fight 
reguited., 

One of the brawlers seized a sacred banner 
and battered a number of the congregation 
with the pole. The rioters were eventually 
expelled and the scene of disturbance was 
removed to the street. There the crowd was 
already enormous, 


Red Flag Is Hoisted. 

As the rioters issued from the cathedral 
some unknown persons threw a quantity 
of revolutionary leaflets. Some of these con- 
tained such phrases as “‘ Long live liberty 
and free government,’ Down with the 
Czar,’’ ‘Down with the rotten officials.”’ 
Then a red flag was produced bearing an in- 
scription calling for the abolition of the 
regulations against the students whereby 
they are subject to being sent to the army 
as punishment. An attempt on the part of 
a police officer to seize the flag was the signal 
for a fight to begin. 

The Cossacks charged the crowd and were 
met with a shower of stones. 


Officer Knocked from Hosse. 

The officer at their head was seriously 
wounded by a piece of iron and fell from 
his horse. Thereupon all his men, seeing the 
impossibility of riding down the crowd, dis- 
mounted and attacked with their whips. Most 
of the students fought with sticks. Many 
were seriously injured, both among the sol- 
diers and students. Several faces were cut 
open by the whips of the Cossacks. ° 

An old woman was crushed and a little 
child was killed. Some reports state that 
several other persons were killed. The 
fight lasted nearly an hour. 

About 800 students were arrested. Thes 
are being examined personally by the Min- 
ister of Justice and the Director of Police. 
Further disorders are expected. The Kazan 
quay, the Nevsky Prospekt, and the neigh- 
boring streets have the appearance of a 
military camp. 

Buda-Pesth Students Riot. 
[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune. ] 

BUDA-PESTH, March 18.—A serious riot 
occurred .at the university today, arising 
from a government order that the regulation 
that no crucifixes shall be displayed in state 
institutions must be complied with. When 
the lecture-rooms were opened this morning 
it was found that crosses had been nailed 
to the walls. A section of the students be- 
gan to remove them. The clerical students 
resented this and a fight followed, in which 
many of the combatants were wounded. Pro- 
fessor Margitta, who intervened, was thrown 
downstairs. The lectures have been sus- 
pended for two days. Fifty challenges to 
fight duels have been issued. The senate 
of the university decided to enforce the regu- 


lation.

HORSE RAGE FOR $250,000. 


THOMAS W. LAWSON ACCEPTS OF- 
FER OF J.J. SCANNELL. 


Boston Man Declares He Will Match 
Boralma Against Either The Abbot 
or Lord Derby and Give Entire Re- 
ceipts and Purse to Two Charities— 
Will Arrange Terms to Suit—Says He 
Is Not in Sport for Money—Prefers 
Terms of Original Challenge. 


Boston, Mass., March 18.—[Special.]— 
Thomas W. Lawson, owner of the trotter 
Boralma, in answering the statement of J. J. 
Scannell of New York regarding the pro- 
posed race between Boralma and The Ab- 
bot today, accepted Mr. Scannell’s offer to 
race Boralma against either The Abbot or 
Lord Derby for $250,000 a side, and give all 
his winnings either by forfeiture or racing 
to two Boston charities. 

Mr. Lawson gave out the following state- 
ment: 

“I regret that my effort to bring about 
a race, which, if held, would be of great 
interest to all lovers of the horse—and I be- 
lieve of great interest to the trotting turf— 
has brought around my ears a hornet’s nest. * 
I have read what The Abbot’s owner has 
said in reply to my challenge, also that 
Statement of Mr. Hamlin, The Abbot's 
breeder, and I will answer, and make a 
further effort to bring about the race. 


Ready to Change Conditions. 

**I claim my proposition to The Abbot's 
owner was, if anything, more fair to him 
than tome. If I am mistaken and my prop- 
osition was not fair and for the best in- 
terests of the sport, I will revise it instant- 
ly and in every way necessary to bring 
about the race that may be decided upon 
by those who are known to have the best 
interests of the trotter at heart. 

“I want nothing I say or do in bringing 
about this race to in any way reflect upon 
The Abbot's position as king of all Ameri- 
can trotters, the justly earned honors of 
the Messrs. Hamlin in breeding him, or the 
ccnduct or intentions of his present owner. 

“My proposition to The Abbot's owner 
was that Boralma and The Abbot race for 
$25,000 a side, that all the receipts paid by 
the public to see the race be given 
to two most worthy Boston charities, and 
that I would guarantee these receipts would 
amounts to at least $250,000. 


Does Not Race for Gain. 

“In regard to Mr. Hamlin’s comments I 
would say he could not have read my propo- 
sition aright. He‘states nothing can be 
gained by agreeing upon a race this early 


in the season, and that the deposit of $10,000 | 


is only a gambling proposition. He knows 
first that I do not race my horses for gain, 
next that ZJ could gain nothing pecuniarily 
under the conditions I have named, as the 
forfeits go to the charities I mentioned, and 
he, better than almost any one connected 
with the trotting horse, should know the 
advantages to trotting horse interests in gen- 
eral by settling this early in the season.”’ 


Accepts $250,000 Challenge. 

“That Mr. Hamlin may know I am in 
earnest in my efforts to bring about a race 
which would do so much to create enthusiasm 
among the devotees of this great sport I will 
accept his proposition to race Boralma 
against elther The Abbot or Lord Derby 
for the sum of $250,000, although I think 
it is more than any horse should race for, 
upon the following condifions, provided The 
Abbot’s owner does not accept my first 
proposition: The race to take place in Sep- 
tember over an association track which I 
will name, the gate receipts, which I guar- 
antee will be $25,000, to be given to the chari- 
tles I have already named; $25,000 to be de- 
posited upon signing articles of agreement, 
which must be signed on or before March 
28: $25,000 to be deposited on July 1, and the 
balance the night before the race, all de- 
posits to be forfeited by the horse not com- 
ing to the wire race day. I agree to give to 
the two charities all my winnings, either 
by racing or forfeiture, the race to be best 
four in seven. Tuomas W. LAWSON.”

LONDON, March 19, 3 a. m.—A dispatch to 
the Times from Tien Tsin states that Field 
Marshal von Waldersee, as cOmmander-in- 
chief of the allied forces, has indyced the 
Russian and British troops to withdraw from 
the disputed siding. This dispatch is not cén- 
firmed from other sources. 

On the other hand, a dispatch from Tiem 
Tsin received in Paris during the night says 
that Colonel Wogack declined a compromise 
of the railroad siding dispute that was sug- 
gested by Field Marshal Count von Walder- 
see. « 

Irritation Is Increasing. 

In the meantime dispatches dated at-Tien 
Tsin at 12:50 yesterday (Monday) declare: 

‘The tension is increasing and a conflict 
may be expected at any moment. 

‘* The troops of all nations are under arma 
The situation around the station is Ute 
changed, although all is disquieting. 

“It is possible that the French troops will 
interfere in the quarrel! In spite of the efforts 
of their officers to preserve neutrality. 

‘Yesterday afternoon several groups of 
French soldiers walked to the British conces- 
sion shouting: ‘A bas les Anglais.’ 

‘** Quarreis resulted and in some cases blood 


their bayonets. 


French Attack English Officer... 
“Three Frenchmen attacked Captain Bea 
ler of the British army and forced him 
to leave a rickshaw. The Captain defended 
himself with his fists. He had rid himself 
of some of the aggressors when a party 

of Sikhs came to his rescue. 

‘* General Lord Campbell then called on 
the troops and drove the Frenchmen from 
the concession. He placed sentries around 
the British section and ordered them not 
to allow any more French soldiers to enter. 


England’s Painful Situation. 

The Daily Mail, in an editorial which frank- 
ly faces a disagreeable situation, says: 

** We must admit that this is no juncture to 
risk fresh quarrels. Our armaments are in- 
efficient, and our fleet in the far East is so 
weak that its position would be perilous. It 
is a painful process for the nation to haveits 
face slapped, but until the country compels 
the government to put our house in order it is 
a humiliation to which we must accustom 
ourselves.” 


Japan in Restless Mood. 

Dispatches this morning also indicate that 
Japan is showing increased irritation. The 
Yokohama correspondent of the Daily. Mail 
represents opinion there as being inflamed 
by the Russian coup in Manchuria. He says 
that military conferences are frequent. Quan- 
tities of coal are being imported. The marine 
insurance companies are demanding higher 
rates and refuse to take war risks in China, 
Another cause of Irritation is Russia's action 
at Masampo, Corea. It is asserted that sie 
is violating the conditions of the convention 
of 1808 respecting the Masampo concession, 
the depots and hospitals she is bullding there 
being really barracks for troops who Nave 
been landed. Notice has been given of an 
interpellation in the Diet calling for a 
declaration of the government's policy. The 
newspapers declare that Russian ascendency 
in Corea must be prevented at any cost. 


Old Treaty Mistaken for New. 
A semi-official statement was issued this 
evening to the effect that the much-talked-of 
assurances of the Russiah Foreign Minis- 


art Scott, British Ambassador at St. Peters- 
burg, were made on Feb. 6 and evidently 
referred to the Russo-Chinese agreement 
concluded at Port Arthur last November, 
and not to the Manchurian convention. ~ 


Officials Seek Information. 

The officials of the British Foreign office 
have not yet received official confirmation 
of Russta’s alleged backdown in regard.to 
Manchuria, Turkestan, and Mongolia, and 
inquiries on the subject are now being made 
at St. Petersburg and Pekin. The British 
Foreign office is not relaxing its efforts to 
secure a more satisfactory statement of the 
intentions of Russia. 


Chinese Minister Silent. 

Inquiries at the Chinese legation this after- 
noon was rewarded by the reply: “ His Ex- 
cellency has gone to bed,’ which was pre- 
sumably the Celestial equivalent of an assur- 
ance that the Chinese Minister preferred to 
say nothing as to the most recent develop- 
ments. The Japanese legation was equally 
non-committal. 

It is understood that one official view ig 
that the dispute may eventually be referred 
to arbitration.

Patrick Donahue of Boston, editor of the Irish paper Pilot, who died early yesterday 
morning in Boston, was one of the best known Irishmen in the United States, and num- 
bered among his friends nearly every Irishman of note of the last fifty years. 
born in the town of Mummery, in the parish of Kilmore, County Cavan, Ireland, on 
March 17, 1811, and came to the United States with his parents in 1825. When 25 years 
old he founded the Pilot, which, with a banking business, netted him a large fortune. 
In the big Boston fire of 1872 he lost $300,000, and the failure of a friend, whose paper 
he had indorsed, cost him $200,000 more: He saved his banking business, but the Pilot 
passed into the hands of Archbishop Williams, whq placed John Boyle O'Reilly in the 
Soon after O'Reilly's death it returned to Mr. Donahoe.

FILIPINO GENERAL WHO HAS 
TAKEN OATH AIDS AMERICANS. 


Sends a Personal Representative to 
General Gailles, in the Lake Coun- 
try, Urging Him to Surrender with 
All His Troops—Priests Swear Al- 
legiance and Are Admitted to Bail— 
Civil Rule Extending Over New 
Districts.

MANILA, March 18.—General Trias, who 


} recently surrendered, will send one of his 


chief lieutenants to the lake country, where 
the rebel General Gailles is in command, 
with the object of persuading his men to sur- 
render. 

Two thousand Filipinos took the oath of 
allegiance at Lapog, Liocos Sur, yesterday. 

Two priests, Roxas and Savilla, who were 
arrested as political offenders, but were not 
deported to Guam at the time the other per- 
sons charged with similar crimes were sent 
away, have been released on $1,000 bail. 
They took the oath of allegiance at once. 

It is said that this result was brought 
about by a petition sent to the authorities 
by eighty native priests, in which they 
promised to refrain from interfering in poli- 
tics hereafter. These two priests are the 
first political prisoners who have been ad- 
mitted to bail. 


Natives of Boac Want Peace. 
[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune. ] 
ROMBLON, Island of Romblon, P. I., 

March 18.—The Philippine commission ar- 
rived at Boac, Mindora, on Thursday of last 
week and om Friday visited the Island of 
Marinduque. The residents of Boac, who 
are intelligent agriculturists, begged the 
commissioners to organize immediately a pro- 
visional government and establish schools. 
The residents promised that they would or- 
ganize a police force that would be capable 
of destroying the insurrectos. 

The commission designated Captain Harry 
Bandholtg of the Second Infantry as chair- 
man of five native committees to organize 
various municipalities and arrange for the 
holding of elections. Judge Taft, President 
of the commission, promised to establish a 
provisional government if the province was 
peaceful on the return of the commission. 


Drastic Rule in Marinduque. 

The small mountainous island ef Marin- 
duque was the scene of the capture of Cap- 
tain Shields and fifty-two men of the Twen- 
ty-ninth Volunteer Infantry tast October. 
Today the insurgents control only 200 rifles. 
Major Smith of the First Infantry, with six 
companies, came here after the Shields af- 
fair and has been pursuing the severest kind 
of warfare. He closed the ports and confined 
the inhabitants to six towns and then dev- 
astated the interior, The result is that 
every one except the 200 riflemen referred to 
is now begging for peace. 


Romblon Made a Capital. 

The commission arrived at Romblon on 
Saturday and established civil government 
in the province, which comprises the Islands 
of 8S. Romblon, Tablas, Sibuyan, Banton, 
Simara, and Maestro Campo. Major Evan 
M. Johnson Jr. of the Twenty-ninth Volun- 
teer Infantry was appointed Governor, Cap- 
tain Albert S. Williams of the same regi- 
ment Treasurer, and Lieutenant Sidney H. 
Hopson of the Forty-sixth Volunteer Infan- 
try Supervisor. The inhabitants are peace- 
ful and are prospering under a system of 
small land holdings. 

Romblon is situated at the mouth of a deep 
valley and has a splendid harbor. The peo- 
ple are thrifty and prosperous and there 
are no insurgents here. 


PLANS FOR FILIPINO SCHOOLS. 


War Department Receives Commission’s 
Act Establishing Department of 
Public Instruction. 


Washington, D:’ C.,March 18.—The Philip- 
pine commission's act establishing a Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction in the islands has 
been received by the War department. It° 
provides for a general Department of Public 
Instruction, with a central office at Manila 
under the direction of a General Superin- 
tendent, to be appointed by the commission. 

Schools are to be established in every 
pueblo in the archipelago where practicable. 
and those already established shal! be re- 
organized where necessary. There are to be 
ten school divisions, each with a division 
superintendent, and there is to be a Superior 
Advisory board, composed of the General! 
Superintendent and four members to be ap- 
pointed by the Philippine commission. 

The English language, as soon as practica- 
ble, shall be made the basis of all publie in- 
struction, and soldiers may be detailed as 
instructors until replaced by trained teach- 
ers. Authority is given to the General Super-

Washington, D. C., March 18.—[Special.]— 
The armored cruiser New York, in command 
of Rear Admiral Rodgers, is rapidly nearing 
Gibraltar, with every prospect of reaching 
Tangier by the end of this week. The crulser 
will take Consul General Gummere aboard 
and convey him to Mazargan, where he will 
disembark and go overland to the Moorish 
capital. The New York will remain at Mazar- 
gan under his orders until some sort of a set- 
tlement of the claims of the United States 
is, reached. Consul General Gummere was 
thday notified to this effect. 

The claim of Marcus Ezagui, who was 
murdered at Fez in June last, has been a4- 
justed by the payment of $5,000. But there 
are’ other claims, equally meritorious, which 
have not been satisfactorily adjusted. Re- 
cently the State department gave these con- 
sideration, all efforts on the part of Mr. 
Gummere, the Consul General at Tangier, to 
adjust them having proved ineffective.

Two-Inch Rainfall in San Juan in Two 
Hours.and Much Damage Done 
by Water.

Continuing his, consideration of King ‘Ed- 
ward's address, he criticised the attitude to- 
ward the Boers, taking exception to the 
branding of the Boers as “ partisans’ and 
their stubbarn resistance as ‘‘ fruitless guer- 
rilla warfare.’’ Continuing, he said: 

The supineness of this great republic in the pres- 
ent emergency while witnessing the destruction of 
two struggling republics in south Africa, and the 
substitution of @ monarchical government in their 
place, is almost incomprehensible. If it be urged 
in defense of our national lethargy that the Mon- 
roe doctrine presents no objection to the destruc- 
tion of republics elsewhere than upon this contf- 
nent, it may well be answered that neither did that 
doctrine contemplate an attempt upon our part to 
extend our jurisdiction into the Pacific seas. 

But whether it can be seriously established that 
there rested upon this nation the positive duty of 
interference in the first instance to Wprotect its 
two sister republics from annihilation at the hands 
of a monarchical government, it is suggested that 
at least it was owr national duty to insist that the 
alleged grievances of Great Britain, which formed 


the pretext for its warfare upon two weak repub- 
lics, should have been submitted to arbitration be- | 


fore hostilities were actually opened, . 


People Sympathize with Boers. 


Mr. Hill recalled the stand taken by the 
United States in forcing Great Britain to 
arbitrate the Venezuelan boundary dispute 
and contrasted it with the apparent indif- 
ference of the United States to the fate of 
the south African republics. Turning from 
the administration's attitude, he said: 

But whatever may have been the attitude which 
our government has felt constrained to assume, 
there has never been the slightest question of 
the sentiments of the generous and warm-hearted 
American people upon this subject. Their hopes, 
their prayers, and their sympathies have been 
with the gallant Boers in their unequal contest 
with British usurpation. 

I do not violate any confidence when I state that 
at an interview which I had at Washington on Dec. 
8 last with ex-President Harrison—one of our 
greatest lawyers and statesmen, whose recent 
death the whole country is now lamenting—in dis- 
cussing some constitutional questions not now 
necessary to be mentioned, and a reference having 
been made to the south African struggle, he sud- 
denly turned to me and with much feeling and 
impressiveness said: ‘‘ Governor Hill, I am an 
American and my sympathies are with the cause 
of the Boers. I cannot help it.’’ It was an im- 
promptu expression of patriotic sentiment, credita- 
ble alike to his head and heart, which I shall al- 
ways remember.

To a Chicago civil engineer, James A. Sed- 
don, the committee and Board of Direction 
of the American Society of Civil Engineers 
have awarded the highest recognition that 
can be given for an engineering paper in the 
United States, 
the Norman 
gold medal.

won by Mr. 
Seddon’s pa- 
per on “‘ River 
Hy draulics,”’ 
dealing with 
the results of 
twenty years’ 
study of West- 
ern rivers.

Norman med- @ 
al was estab- 
lished by the 
founder of the 
society in 1872. 

Mr. Seddon James A. Seddon. 
is a native of Stafford County, Va., his birth- 
place being a short distance below Fred- 
ericksburg, on the Rappahannock River. He 
was graduated as an engineer from the Mis- 
souri State University in 1882, and in the 
same year began his professional career on 
the Missouri River, hij immediate superior 
being Lyman E. Cooley. Since that time 
Mr. Seddon continually has been engaged in 
making physical investigations of the Mis- 
souri, the Mississippi, the Illinois, and kin- 
dred rivers, with the exception of two years, 
1889-'90, spent in planning a system of set- 
tling basins for the water supply system of 
St. Louis. In 1900 he was engaged, under the 
direction of Major J. S. Willard, United 
States engineer for Chicago and vicinity, in 
investigating the feasibility and practicabil- 
ity of a deep water canal from Chicago to the 
Mississippi River, along the Illinois River. 
He now is in the employ of the Sanitary Dis- 
trict of Chicago as a hydraulic expert, his

The City Council last night adopted rego- 
lutions asking that the original specifica- 
tions for the construction of the federal 
bullding be observed. Alderman Blake of 
the Twenty-sixth Ward presented the meas- 
ure, which recited that the Postoffice, as 
originally designed, was intended to repre- 
sent a departuré from the customary gov- 
ernmental style of architecture, and prom- 
ised to become an example of artistic excel- 
lence. These plans had been deviated from, 
it was asserted, not from any intention of the 
government to economize, but on account of 
circumstances which could be avoided. For 
these reasons it was held desirable to pre- 
serve the original plans. 

Secretary Gage was requested toinsist that 
the original specifications be observed. The 
changes to which objections was raised were 
the substitution of sectional columns for 
monoliths and the substitution of ordinary 
dressed stone for the granite surface in- 
tended. 

As the Mayor and the Commissioner of 
Public Works haVe repudiated the action of 
Superintendent of Streets Doherty in refus- 
ing to permit the hauling of monoliths 
through the streets the action of the Coun- 
cil may result in a conference between the 
city officials and the contractors for the con- 
tinuance of work by the original! plans. 

The resolutions as passed after reciting the 
changes in the plans declare: 

Resolved, That the City Council of Chicago 
hereby petitions the Honorable Secretary of the- 
Treasury to insist upon the enforcement of the 
specifications that will preserve the artistic char- 
acter of the building as originally planned. 


~ Boulevard Ordinance Defeated. 


Three votes defeated the South Side boule- 
vard ordinance, which contemplated the con- 
version of twenty-one miles of streets into 
park boulevards, affording direct connection 
with Jackson Park, establishing a South 
Shore Urive, and connecting the West and 
South Park systems. The vote was 33 to 18 
for the passage of the ordinance, lacking 
three of the 36 necessary. Aldermen Ne!l- 
son and Mavor of the Sixth Ward opposed 
the passage of the ordinance, representing 
that the property-owners in the ward chiefly 
affected objected. 

It was expected that the ordinance would 
pass and efforts were made by the Sixth 
Ward Aldermen to have that portion of 
Lake avenue between Fifty-fifth and Thirty- 
ninth streets exempted from the proposed 
system. Amendments to this effect were 
defeated. Union avenue, from Thirty-sev- 
enth to Fifty-fifth street, also was included 
in the scheme. During the discussion of the 
ordinance Alderman Mavor took the Mayor 
to task for lobbying for its passage. 

“The Mayor has sent out and gathered 
Aldermen into the Council chamber who 
were standing in the ante-room,” he said. 
‘‘T want to serve notice right here that this 
practice will not be tolerated.” 

“The Mayor has the same rights as a 
mémber of the Council,”’ he replied. 

‘‘The Mayor has not the rights of a Coun- 
cilmember in this respect,’’ said the Alder- 
man. 

In opposition to the ordinance !t was said 
that higher tax rates would result. 

The property-owners in Lake avenue were 
in favor of the proposition, but the residents 
of other streets opposed it on the ground 
that it would deflect heavy traffic into their 


streets. 
Given to Lincoln Park Jurisdiction. 


An ordinance was passed which gives three 
North Side streets outside the limits of the 
Lincoln Park district to the North Shore 
Park commissioners. The streets are the 
Sheridan road, from Hays avenue to the 
city limits; Ashland avenue, from Pratt ave- 
nue to the Hmits; and Pratt avenue, from 
the Northwestern tracks to the Sheridan 
road. 

President Jones of the Drainage board 
sent the resolutions adopted by the Drainage 
board calling for the completion of the inter- 
cepting sewer to the Council and called at- 
tention to the necessity for completion. He 
added that unless the city showed a disposi- 
tion to undertake the work immediately the 
Sanitary Law department would bring suit 
to compel the observance of the contract 
between the city and the Drainage board. 

‘“‘The Sanitary District will immediately 
begin such legal proceedings as will enforce 
the performance of this contract,” he said, 
*“ and safeguard the health of the people.’’ 

Alderman Badenoch secured the passage 
of an order for the appointment of a commit- 
tee to investigate the method of inspection 
of steam boilers used by the city and the 
boiler insurance companies. The result is 
expected to be a recommendation for a sys- 
tem of inspection which shall minimize the 
possibility of boiler explosions. 

An ordinance forbidding the sale of meat 
and fish except in places which meet the 
sanitary requirements of the Health depart- 
ment was passed. A license is required for 
the sale, and the character of the place in 
which the sales are to be made will be in- 
vestigated before the license is granted. 
Smoked and salt meats such as sold by gro- 
cers were excepted, 

A motion to adjourn the Council from last 
night until after election was amended to 
give the Council one more session. The ad- 
journment will be taken from the next meet- 


ing until April 8

W. H. H. Miller Reveals Contents of 
Last Testament, but They Are Kept 
Secret from Public—Believed Estate 
Is Large and Consists Chiefly of 
High-Class Stocks and Bonds, but 
No Estimate Is Forthcoming as to 
Total Value. . 


Advocate Suffering from Heart Dis- 
ease at His Indiana Avenue Resi- 
dence—Was Soldier, Preacher, and 
Religious Writer and Active in the 
Annals of His Faith—Sketch of His 
Career—His Family. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 18.—The will of 
General Benjamin Harrison was read this 
afternoon in the presence of the family, gath- 
ered in the parlor at the residence. The will 
was opened and read by W. H. H. Miller, 
Genera! Harrison's lifelong friend and coun- 
selor, in whose hands the instrument was 
placed soon after its execution in 1898, just 
before General Harrison left for Paris to 
make his argument in the British- Venezuelan 
case. 

The meeting was due to the request of Mr. 
Miller, who, it is to be presumed, was acting 
upon a wish of his dead friend, expressed at 
the time he made his old law partner the 
custodian of the instrument, the significance 
of which was to be of such large moment to 
General Harrison's heirs and legatees. 

Those present were Mrs. Harrison, her 
daughter, Elizabeth, Colonel Russell Harri- 
son, Mrs. J. R. McKee, son and daughter of 
General Harrison, and Carter B. Haffison of 
Murfeesboro, Tenn., brother of the dead ex- 
President. John Scott Harrison of Kansas 
City, the other brother of the testator, was 
not in attendance, having been compelled to 
return home yesterday. 

Nothing could be learned tonight regard- 
ing the contents of the will or the details of 
the distribution of the property, but it was 
a matter of report that General Harrison 
had made ample and liberal provision for 
Mrs. Harrison and their little daughter, and 
that there could be no reasonable ground, 
from any direction, for future dispute of the 
will in the courts. 

It is known that General Harrison in his 
lifetime was a careful and painstaking in- 
vestor of his accumulations of wealth ac- 
quired in ‘the practice of his profession and 
that his investments have been such as to 
insure profitable and continuous returns. His

Question of Holdover Aldermen. 

When the nomination papers are laid before 
the Board of Election Commissioners today 
it will precipitate the question as to the 
standing of the holdover Aldermen in wards 
where there are more than one and the pro- 
cedure to be taken in the wards which have 
no holdover Aldermen at all. 

In the Second and Twenty-first Wards 
there are now two holdover Aldermen each 
and the political parties have each nominated 
one candidate. Unless one of the holdovers 
should retire this would memn three Alder- 
men for each of these wards, which is more 
than the law allows. 

On the other hand, in the Seventh and 
Thirty-first Wards, which have no holdover 
Aldermen at all, two candidates have been 
nominated by each political party, and the 
result of this, if no vacancies are created in 
the Second and Twenty-first Wards, would 
be to make a total of seventy-two Aldermen, 
more than is contemplated by the statute. 


May Decide by Lot. 


How these matters are to be arranged, 
whether by a drawing of lots between the 
two holdover Aldermen in the Second and 
Twenty-first to determine which one is to re- 
tire, or both of them serving for one year 
more, with the election of two Aldermen in 
these wards next spring, will have to be de- 
cided by Judge Carter when the Blection 
Commissioners proceed to make up the offi- 
cial ballot. Until the matter goes before the 
County Court by this means there is no way 
of getting a judicial decision. 

The Twenty-first Ward is the one in which 
Honoré Palmer is running as the Democratic 
candidate, and should the decision be that the 
holdover Aldermen serve out their full terms 
he will have had the experience of running 
for an office in which there was no vacancy, 
and should he be elected he could not take his 
seat. 

Contest in Twenty-fourth Settled.

Figures are not yet avail- 
able which give any indication of the condi- 
tion of the institution when its doors were 
closed. Controller Dawes has some informa- 
tion in relation to the assets of the bank, but 
as this is of a confidential nature it will not 
be made public. To disclose this information 
at this time would jeopardize the interests 
of the creditors of the bank. 


Johnson Denies Taking $100,000. 


Columbus, O., March 18.—[Special.]— 
Charles A. Johnson, the defaulting cashier of

He was 
thereupon sent to the Franklin County Jail, 
to be held there until a writ of removal comes 
from Cincinnati, when he will be taken be- 
fore the United States District Court for the 
District of West Michigan. :

THIEF THREATENS TO KIDNAP. 


Mysterious Diamond Robbery and Re- 
covery of the Gems Puzzles the 
Kansas City Police. 


Murphy Sends 
Detectives on 
Secret Errands. 


Kaneas City, Mo., March 18.—A theft of 
$3.000 worth of diamonds from Edwards & 
Sloan, wholesale jewelers, and a threat to 
kidnap the young son of George H. Ed- 
wards unless $1,000 was paid immediately for 
the return of the gems, is puzzling the police. 
The gems disappeared from the storerooms 
on Monday last. The following morning Ed- 
wards received a letter offering to return 
the diamonds for $1,000. The letter stipu- 
lated that the money be left at midnight on 
Wednesday at Fortieth and McGee streets.

President G. D. Hamilton of the City 

‘Railway and Secretary L. A. Wiley 
of the People’s Gas Will Appear at 
Springfield, I1l., Today—Coart Or- 
ders Sherif! to Bring Them into 
Court in Connection with the Teach- 
ers’ Taxation Case. 


Springfield, Ill., March 18.—[Special.]—At- 
tachments were issued today in the Sanga- 
mon Circuit Court for G. D. Hamilton, Presi- 
dent of the Chicago City railway company, 
and L. A. Wiley, Secretary of the People’s 
Gaslight and Coke company of Chicago, 
commanding the Sheriff to bring their bodies 
into court on Wednesday morning. The 
Sheriff was preparing to start for Chicago 
when word was received from Messrs. Ham- 
ilton and Wiley that they would be here to- 
morrow and he abandoned the trip. 

Both Hamilton and Wiley were subpcenaed 
last week to appear in court this morning 
to testify in the mandamus proceedings 
brought against the State Board of Equaliza-, 
tion by the Chicago Teachers’ federation to 
compel the Board of Equalization to tax the 
large corporations of Chicago on their fran- 
chises. They refused to respond in Chicago 
on Saturday, when depositions were taken, 
and this morning their names were called in 
court. Neither was present, and upon mo- 
tion of the petitioners the attachments for 
them were issued. The petitioners also guar- 
anteed $20 for each, to cover the expenses 
of the trip here. 

Attorneys Graham of Springfield and Miller 
of Chicago appeared for the Board of Equal- 
ization. Attorney E. 8S. Smith of Springfield 
appeared for the Teachers’ federation, I. T. 
Greenacre of Chicago, the head counsel, be- 


resumed on Wednesday morning. 


Reports Corporation Assessments. 

W. H. Eubanks, chief clerk én the Auditor's 
office, appeared in court this morning in 
response to a summons issued last December, 
and he brought copies of the returns made 
by the local Assessors in Cook County against 
the large corporations, the franchises of 
which the Teachers’ federation is seeking 
to have taxed. 

Miss Margaret Haley, a representative of 
the Teachers’ federation, was allowed to 
look at the returns which Captain Eubanks 
expected to present in the case, as demanded 
by the subpecena and summons. Miss Haley 
declared that the returns were incomplete 
and that’ the missing ones were the. ones 
wanted most particularly. She said: 

‘Returns are presented here from-some 
of those companies which are named in our 
petition, but which have now been absorbed 
in larger corporations or have gone into 
the hands of receivers. The returns against 
such corporations as the Chicago City rail- 
way company, the Chicago Edison company, 
the Union Traction company, the Consoli- 
dated Traction company, the Chicago West 
Division railway, the North Chicago railway, 
and the People’s Gas companies cannot be 
found. Local Assessors were mandamused 
by-the teachers to make assessments against

H. H. GROSS URGES ONE FOR EDU- 
CATIONAL COMMISSION BILL. 


Englewood Organization Favors the 
Suggestion and Others Will Be 
Urged to Take It Up—All Day Busi- 
ness Meeting Held and Ticket of Of- 
ficers Nominated, Headed with the 
Name of Mrs. F. L. Wean for Presi- 
dent. 


A committee of clubwomen may be sent to 
Springfield to lobby for the educational bill 
framed by the Educational commission of 
the Civic federation. The idea was proposed 
by H. H. Gross, secretary of the commission, 
in an address given before the Englewood 
Woman's club yesterday afternoon. It was 
readily accepted, and, should the proposel 
meet the approval of other clubs, there will 
probably be a joint delegation of representa- 
— from the leading clubs to go to Spring- 

eld. 

‘* The voice of the women,’’ said Mr. Gross, 
“in matters concerning schools, teachers 
and necessarily the children, has more weight 
than the recommendation of any body of 
men. There is a feeling that the interest of 
the schools is particularly an interest of 
women. I think nothing would do more to 
insure the passage of this bill than a dele- 
gation of women from the leading Chicago 
clubs.’’ 

Mr. Gross told of the many advantages to 
the schools.to be derived from the passage 
of the bill. He urged the necessity of re- 
moving the causes of unrest from the teach- 
ing force and of centering responsibility for 
thé management of schools in the superin- 
tendent.

SAY SHERMAN IS A DICTATOR. 


Cook County Members of ‘Legislature 
Resent Attitude of Speaker on Mat- 
ter of Reapportionment. 


Notwithstanding Speaker Sherman’s re- 
buke the Cook County members of the 
Legislature insist that they will fight out 
the wrangle over the reapportionment prob- 
lem on their.own lines. They charge Sher- 
man with playing the dictator, in that “ his 
crowd ’’ has sought to put through the Con- 
gressional and Senatorial bills without re- 
ferring the plans to the State committee and 
a representative party caucus for ratifica- 
tion. 

Last night nine Cook County men—Shana- 
han, Glade, Farnum, Nohe, Kopf, Sullivan, 
Kettering, Cavanaugh, and Spiegel—went to 
Springfield determined to hold to their 
former positions when the two bills failed 
to pass, and were set for reconsideration to- 
day. 

‘“‘Sherman can’t talk about us holding 
seats merely by proxy,” asserted Represen- 
tative Farnum last night. ‘* Why, he’s gone 
to conventions again and again and voted as 
the people of his district wanted him to vote. 
We propose to vote at Springfield as our 
people up here want us to vote. I represent 
a district that has as many inhabitants as 
Sherman has in his and the adjoining dis- 
trict. He don’t need tg hand out advice.’’ 

Former Congressman Lorimer finds fault 
only with the manner in which the measures 
were presented for passage. ‘ I think every- 
body will come to his senses shortly,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ realize that present tactics are not 
the proper methods, and that bills will be 
passed then which will be satisfactory to 
every body.”’ 

There was a caucus during the day of the 
Lorimer men who went to Springfield last 
night. They determined to continue to in- 
sist that they be given a chance to vote on 
the amendment switching the lines of the dis- 
trict proposed for Representative ‘ Al” 
Glade, the old Seventeenth Senatorial Dis- 
trict. 


TO DISCUSS GAS CHARTER CASE. 


State’s Attorney Deneen Will Confer 
with Attorney General on Suit Against 
People’s Gas Company. 


State’s Attorney Deneen went to Spring- 
field last evening, and while there it is said 
he will take up the matter of the petition in 
quo warranto proceedings filed several 
months ago by a committee from the Citi- 
zens’ association, asking the withdrawal of 
the charter of »gthe People’s Gaslight and 
Coke company. Mr. Deneen, however, de- 
clined to indicate his intentions in regard to 
the matter, because of the effect {t might 
have on the markets. It is said that the 
interview which he will have with Attorney 
General Hamlin is merely preliminary. 

‘Until I am feady to act in the matter, I 
shall make no announcements of my inten- 
tions regarding it,’’ said Mr. Deneen. “ It 
will be some time before I can get the mat- 
ter in shape to take any action.,”’ 


ALLEGES PIPES ARE INJURED. 


American Water Company Begins Dam- 
age Suit Against Union Traction on 
Account of Electrolysis. 


Alleged injury to the water pipes of the 
American Water company through the hid- 
den energy of electrolysis from the current 
generated by the power-house of the’ Chi- 
cago Union Traction company is the basis of 
a suit for $10,000 damages begun in the Cir- 
cult Court. In this somewhat novel action 
the American Water company isthe plaintiff 
and the Chicago Union Traction company 
is the defendant. Fully half a mile of the 
six-inch iron pipe used by the water com- 
pany in conveying Waukesha water to Chi- 
cago, according to Attorney O. D. Swear- 
ingen, has been made worthless by the elec- 
tric currént. There are now suits pending 
in the courts in which the city seeks to re 
cover damages for injury toits water pipes.

NEW DELAY FOR 
APPORTIONMENT 


No Vote Will Be Taken Today 
jn House on Redistrict- 
ing Measures. 


COMMITTEE IS CALLED. 


All Differences Will Be Settled 
Before an Attempt Is Made 
to Pass Bills. 


DAY IN THE LEGISLATURE. 


SPRINGFIELD BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE 
Springfield, Ill., March 18, 


The apportionment bills will not be taken 
up tomorrow. Their reconsideration on third 
reading will be postponed for a day or two, 
pending negotiations. The Republican State 
Central committee has been summoned by 
Chairman Rowe to meet here tomorrow aft- 
ernoon. 

The bills are hung up on a motion to recon- 
sider the votes by which they were defeated 
when on third reading last week. The process 
of postponing them is simple and will not 
meet with objection. 

The news comes from Chicago that Messrs. 
Lorimer, Hertz, Smyth, Mamer, and Busse 
are trying to reconcile the differences re- 
garding the single district in dispute. Mr. 
Lorimer’s friends heré say he was not aware 

“of the makeup of this particular district until 
his attention was called to it by Representa- 
tive Glade, It is said that it was made up 
by Mamer, who had been assured by Hertz 
that the district was satisfactory to Lerimer. 

Glade showed the map of the district to 
Lorimer, telling him it contaimed 154,000, or 
more than the ratio, and further that in a 
Senatorial convention the Eighteenth Ward 
would be two votes short of a majority in 
case a combination was effected against it. 
Lorimer is said to have interrogated 
Mamer and’ Hertz about the matter, but 
they, it is said, promptly disclaimed any re- 
sponsibility. Thereupon Lorimer. told 
his friends in the Legislature to stay out, 

provided the Shanahan amendments, nine 
in number, were rejected. Lorimer is said 
to be insistent on the proposition that the 
Eighteenth Ward must be put into a djstrict 
which it can control. This is the only hitch 
worthy of note in Cook County, and this is 
the proposition which has hung up the Sena- 
torial bill. 
Speaker States His PoSition. 

Speaker Sherman and members of the 
Republican House steering committee as 
are here say they will accept any division 
of Cook County into Senatorial districts, 
provided they can receive satisfactory as- 
surances that these amendments when made 
will bring to the support of the measure the 
united Republican vote in the Cook County 
delegation. 

The reapportionment fight has made a bit- 
ter feeling among the Republicans out inthe 
State. The talk of adopting the McKenzie 

resolution for an amendment to the con- 
stitution Iimiting Cook County's representa- 
tion in General Assemblies to one-third was 
never so strong as now.* Many of the more 
outspoken of the country members are not 
disposed to call the Senatorial bill back to 
the order of second reading for the purpose 
of amendment. They want to punish Cook 
County on account of recent developments. 
lan {s agreed upon and prom- 
ted support, it is believed 
e Shanahan amendment will prevail, nd 
matter whether there are nine or ninety 
of them. 

There is no particular disposition on the 
part of the Republicans of the House to 
make any marked concession to the Repub- 
lican State Central committee. The Con- 
gressional bill was practically satisfactory 
to everybody. Nor was there any great 
trouble with the Senatorial measure, except 
in Cook County. 

The country members say, while they will 
gladly codperate with the State Central com- 
mittee to the best of tWeir ability, they are 
not disposed to accept from the State Central 
committee any plan for Sate apportionment. 
They think the apportionments already made 
ought to be satisfactory, and they will not 
tear up their work and begin it all over 
again to suit the convenience of a State 
Central committee or anybody else. 

Postponement for a Week Refused. 
Chairman Rowe, in calling the committee 

to meet here tomorrow, said he had advised 

the Speaker to permit a postponement of the 
bills for one week, but the Speaker was 
unwilling to grant so long a delay. Mr. 

Rowe sald further: 

‘A number of those who voted against 
bill have 
stated to me that if the bill, in its present 
form, receives the approval of the State 
Central committee they are disposed to vote 
for them. In other words, they are dis- 
posed to submit their case to the State Cen- 
tral committee.”’ 

Chairman Rowe undoubtedly made this call 
after consultation with Governor Yates. A 
few of the committeemen are here already, 
notably Joseph Bidwill and Daniel Hogan. 
There will doubtless be a full attendance 
tomorrow. The indications are that the 
State committee will listen to the grievances 
of objectors of both Congressional and Sena- 
torial apportionment bills. They will then 
attempt to harmonize them so far as pos- 
sible. 

Representative Barnes of Lawrence, who 
would not support either measure, has wired 
Speaker Sherman that he is ill at his home 
and cannot bein Springfield this week. 

Brief Session in the House. 

The session of the House this afternoon 
was short. Mr. Bowles of Will introduced 
a bill repealing the act to establish a branch 
of the Appéllate Court in Chicago. 

Plan for Boiler Inspectors. 

Mr. Jones of Cook introduced a bill to es- 
tablish a State board of steam boiler in- 
spectors. The board is to consist of three 
members, to be appointed by the Governor, 
their term of office to be two years. The 
salary. of the inspectors is to be $4,000 per 
annum. A secretary is to be appointed at 
a salary of $2,000 per annum. The office 
of the board is to be located in Chicago. It 
is made the duty of the inspectors to inspect 
annually all boilers used for the generation 
of steam power or for heating or steam or 
steam purposes, and all tanks subjected to 
steam pressure used in, any business in this 
State, and to make a written report to the 
Governor. No person in this State is per- 
mitted to use any steam boiler or tank sub- 
ject to steam pressure or make any repairs 
thereon without first having the same in- 
spected by a State steam boiler inspector. 
The inspection fee is fixed at $10. 


Week of Prayer for Salvation Army. 

The Salvation Army has begun its usual week 
of prayer and self-denial from March 17 to 4. 
During this week each member denies to himself 
some article of diet or clothing, and the small sum 
thus saved is contributed to a fund for the gen- 
eral work of the organization.

when certain States enter upon the whole- 
sale disfranchisement of voters, nominally 
because of their illiteracy, but really be- 
cause of their color; nominally in the inter- 
ests of good government, really to insure 
the supremacy of a particular political or- 
ganization, it becomes necessary to use the 
remedy the constitution provides. If Lonis- 
iana, North Carolina, and other States are 
resolved to disfranchise blacks on the 
ground that they are illiterate it may be 
impossible to secure for these men the use 
ofthe ballot, but the States which disfran- 
chise. them can be deprived of Representa- 
tives and Electors in proportion to the num- 
ber of these disfranchised voters. 

The rigid application of this remedy 
' might not induce States like South Carolina 
or Mississippi to change their present poli- 
ey, but it would cause some of the States 
which are getting ready to imitate that 
policy fo change their views about the mat- 
ter. 

The next Congress should take up this 
| Subject as soon as it meets, and should pass 
a law reducing the number of Representa- 
tives allotted to the disfranchising States. 
Then, when the Congressional! elections of 
1902 are held, these States will not have 
80 many men to look after their interests 
at Washington. They will have decidedly 
less political power than they have now. 


GIVE FOREMAN A GOOD MAJORITY. 
_It is not easy to-see how any voter in 
the Third Ward who is not bound by par- 
tisam ties or influenced by selfish motives 
‘can vote for Mr. Hoffheimer, the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Alderman, in prefér- 
ence to Alderman Foreman, renominated by 
the Republicans. Yet the former is mak- 
ing an exceedingly active campaign and 
the supporters of the latter will fall into a 
serious error if they trust to the natural 
Republican complexion of the ward to insure 
the proper result. 

It is easy to see how desirable a thing 
it would seem in some quarters to be that 
the chairman of the Special Street Railway 
commission shonld be defeated for re- 
election or at the least should have his vote 
cut down. And if any voter is in doubt 
as to the operating influences in the Demo- 
cratic candidacy he will do well to make 
some inquiry into the facts.

made an exceptionally commendable record 
not merely for negative virtue but for ca- 
pacity to deal actively and constructively 
with public questions. —

SIR ENIGHT VAN ALEN. 

King Edward has been graciously mind- 
ed to confer upon Mr. J. J. Van Alen of 
New York, residing mostly in England, the 
high-sounding title of “ Knight of Grace in 
the Grand Priory of the Order of the Hos- 
pital of St. John of Jerusalem in England,” 
of which King Edward himself is the sov- 
ereign head and the heir-apparent the 
Grand Prior, while Queen Alexandra is one 
of the Ladies of Justice. This illustrious 
honor entitles Mr. Van, Alen, or strictly 
speaking, Sir Kuight Van Alen, not alone to 
wear a Maltese cross with a lion and a uni- 
corn and a sprig of St. John’s wort and other 
pretty things on it, but also gives him the 
entrée to exelusive court circles, which will 
cause a flutter in the ranks of the New York 
Four Hundred, of which he is a prominent 
mem ber. 

Whitaker's Almanack informs us that the 
Grand Priory consists of 57 Knights of 
Justice, 39 Ladies of Justice, 20 Chaplains,

Even on the two red- 
wood groves which are owned by the United 
States Sawmills are at work and are rapidly 
ruining the trees which they do not entirely 
festroy. Authorities agree that the great 
trees in these groves run in age from two to 
five thousand years. They are survivors of 
past conditions and seem to haveaimost lost 
the power of reproducing themselves. Gov- 
ernment foresters who have made a careful 
study of the groves report that only a few 
redwood saplings are to be found, and under 
the most fevorable conditions it will take 
thousands of years for them to reach any- 
thing like the size of their huge ancestors. 

The Btate of California already owns one 

tract of land, which inchudes the Mariposa 
grove, and the new eppropriation will enable 

it to secure and to protect from the hands 
of vandals a large portion of remaining ter- 
ritory on which the big trees are found. It 


ls minch to be regretted that Congress did 
not take action at its last session which 
would preserve for posterity the giant trees 
Which reme@in on land belonging to the 
government. 


A PURELY CHRISTIAN THEATER. 

In the latest number of the Independent 
the Rev. Charlies M. Sheldon discusses the 
possibility of establishing “‘a distinctive- 
ly Christian theater, where men and women 
of consecrated, devout, earnest Christian 
character would act only good plays.”

JOHN WORTHY SCHOOL. 

The “ first annual report of the Juvenile 
department of the House of Correction, gen- 
eraly known as the John Worthy School,” 
is an interesting and business-like document. 

It recites the erection of the John Worthy 
School Building in 1896, and its use until 
July 1, 1899, as a day school for the boys 
eonfined with other prisoners at the bride- 
well, Op the date mentioned the new dor- 
mitory in connection with the school was 
completed and it beeame possible to trans- 
fer thither all the boys and thus to keep 
them entirely separate from the adult pris- 
oners in the bridewell proper. 

The Juvenile Court law, with its provision 
for indefinite sentence and parole for ju- 
veniles, went into effect at the same time, 
and this school assumed a new value as an 
agency for fulfilling the intentions of this 
law. Accordingly, both the number in the 
school and the average stay have greatly in- 
creased. In 1897 there was an average at- 
tendance of eighty-three boys, for an average 
period of twenty-four days each. In 1899 
the average attendance was 126 boys and 
the average period forty-five days each. 
During the last year there was an average 
of 251 boys in attendance for an average 
period of seventy-six days each. Attend- 
ance is more continuous and the institution 
is becoming more truly a school. 

Its dominant aim is “to fill in every 
moment of the boys’ hours awake with some 
employment, recreation, or study.” One- 
third of the six hours of class work daily is 
devoted to manual training, with the result 
that “many a boy dull and hard to teach 
in academic studies has proved bright and 
showed his mechanical bent of mind by be- 
coming a good workman in the manual 


training department.” 
It is a cause for satisfaction to know that 


this school now furnishes a place where ’ 


juvenile offenders, formerly sent to the 
bridewell proper or allowed to go at large, 
can be subjected to circumstances distinct- 
ly intended to be “ educational and cor- 
rectional ” rathet than merely “ penal.” 


IMPROVING THE CANAL. 

The Western States are more interested 
in the improvement of the Erie Canal than 
is the State of New York. If the capacity 
of that canal were greater than it is the 
cost of transportation to the seaboard of 
the products of Western farmers would 
be decreased, and the benefit of this sav- 
ing in cost would go to them in part. There 
is no certainty that anything will be done 
in the near future to add to the usefulness 
of that canal. The shippers of the West 


ment for better facilities for water trans- 
portation to the ocean. ; 

Governor Odell has recommended to the 
New York Legislature the continuation of 
the plan of improvement started in 1895 
and abandoned after all the money voted 
by the people had been spent, with little to 
show for it. That plan contemplates the 
deepening of the canal to nine feet and the 
lengthening of the locks. The estimated 
cost is about $25,000,000. The present cost 
of transportation of cereals per ton per 
mile on the Erie Canal is 1.75 mills. If the 
canal were nine feet deep the cost would 
be about 1.16 mills. If the barge canal ad- 
yocated by the commission of which Gen-_ 
eral F. V. Greene was President were to 
be built, the eost per ton per mile would 
be only .88 mill. But it will take $76,000,- 
000 to construct such a canal, and there is 
no reason to believe the people of the State 
of New York will vote the money. 

If the Legislature shall agree with the 
Governor as to the desirability of the plan 
of improvement favored by him the ques- 
tion will be submitted to the popular vote 
at the fall election, It is not certain that 
the people can be indueed to yote the $25,- 
000,000 which will be needed for a nine-foot 
canal, The $9,000,000 they voted for that 
purpose a few years ago was mostly wasted. 
Outside of the City of New York, whose 
trade would be benefited greatly by the 
improvement of the canal, there is a disin- 
clination to spend money on it. 

A nine-foot Erie Canal would content 
Western shippers for the time being, if 
they can get nothing better, but they would 
have a higher opinion of New York enier- 
prise and intelligence if that State were 
to spend money on its great canal as freely 
as Chicago has been spending it on its short 
drainage channel. 


BROKEN ROUTES IN NEW YORK?! 

No other point in the world presents such 
congestion of passenger traffic as the New 
York end of the Brooklyn Bridge. It is the 
terminal of the Brooklyn elevated and 
surface lines and of one of the New York 
elevated lines. Every passenger on all these 
lines has therefore to discontinue his ride 
or change cars at this arbitrary point. 

Up to February, 1899, no surface cars 
were run on the bridge, the bridge cars were 
operated independently, there was a break 
in continuity of travel at either end of the 
bridge, and that break was of course accom- 
panied with surging crowds. At the date 
mentioned the Brooklyn elevated lines were 
connected with the bridge tracks, the Brook- 
lyn surface cars were sent over on the drive- 
ways, and the congestion at the Brooklyn 
end of the bridge disappeared as by magic. 

No such connections were made, however, 
with the New York elevated or surface 
lines. All the cars crossing the bridge re- 
versed at the New York end, and the con- 
gestion at that point was of course not re- 
duced a jot. The congestion there and at 
the adjacent terminal of the City Hall 
branch of the Third Avenue elevated line 
has now come to be such that the Chamber 
of Commerce some days ago appointed a 
committee, with ex-Mayor Hewitt as chair- 
man, to promote some action for relief. 

The ideal method of relief would plainly 
be to connect at least a portion of both the 
surface and elevated routes crossing the’ 
bridge, with the New York routes which are 

t hand on the respective levels; but divid- 
ed ownership would doubtless render this 
dificult of arrangement. 

The more the principles of loca} transpor- 
tation are examined, the more illogical and 
undesirable do down-town terminals appear 
in all cases where they can be displaced by 
continuous rottes. The New York end of 
the Brooklyn Bridge is a notorious and pain- 
ful example of this principle.

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AMONG THE NEW BOOKS 


“HE HISTORY OF MEDICINE IN 
THE UNITED STATES.” 


Notable Volame by Dr. Francis R. 
Packard, in Which the Progress 
Made in Medical Science Since the 
First Colonization of Amertea Is 
Skillfually and Entertainingly Set 
Forth—Some Quaint Formelas Used 
in the Early Days. 


ROM the crude and, in some respects, 
barbaric medicine used at the 
time of American colonization to the 
science and art of human healing and 
sanitation of the present day has been 
an advan : 
as " The History of Medicine in the United 
State:,” bY Francis R. Packard (Lippincott), 
has in it not a few of the elements ‘of a stir- 
ring epic. A better cure for a case of ** blues ”’ 
than is this book cannot be found. 

The story of the materia medica. and the 
medical practice among the early colonists 
would be immensely entertaining were it not 
that it contains something of the pathetic 
¢hroughout it all. In 1662 Michael Wiggies- 
worth, who acted as a Puritanic medicine- 
man as well as clergyman, and added the 
composing of poetry to his other accomplish- 
ments, wrote of the famous sickly season of 


that year: 
Our healthful days are at an end, 


and sicknesses come on 
From yeer to yeer, becaus our hearts 


Away from God are gone—— 


. New England, where for many yeers 
You scarcely heard a cough, 
And where Physicians had no work, 
Now finds them work enough. 


William Leete, writing in 1658 to Governor 
Winthrop, who was also something of a 
“ phisition,”’ says: * Sir, you were pleased to 
furnish my wifé with more cordiall powders, 
but no directions within or amongst the 
papers can we find: but truly one of the 
most needful directions is how to make her 
willing and apt to take it, for though it 
seems very pleasant of itself, yet she is grown 
so marvellous awkward and averse from tak- 
ing it in beer. Wherefore, I would entreat 
you to prescribe to us the varyety of wayes in 
which it may be given so effectually; wee 
doubt els it may doe much lesse good being 
given by force only.” 


The concluding chapter of this thoroughly 
admirable book tells of the discovery of 
anesthesia. Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
though he had nothing to do with the dis- 
covery, was the happy inventor of the name, 
he having at that time suggested the word 
to Dr. Morton: It is a curious fact that the 
three men who each laid claim to the dis- 
covery—a discovery for the annihilating of 
physical pain—found no méans of assuaging 
the agonies of an aching heart. Dr. Jack- 
son, in his anguish caused by the refusal 

\of-Congress to recognize him in the dis- 
covery, went insane and died in an asylum; 
Dr. Horace Wells was 30 embittered and so 
desperate that he took his own life; and 
Dr. T. G. Morton, to whom the great dis- 
‘covery was acknowledged as being due, wus 
so shabbily and shamefully treated by the 
government that his life was made miser- 
able, his patent disregarded, and he himself 
jeft almost a pauper. Experiences, however, 
which he patiently endured, and which he 
could well do, in view of the almost infinite 

- benefaction it had been given to him to con- 
fer mankind. 

It seems to be a well established fact that 
Dr. Crawford W. Long, a country physician 
in George, did, in 1842—two years earlier 
than Dr. Morton—actually use ether as an 
angsthetic in several cases in his own prac- 
tice, although he said nothing to the world 
about 60 doing until afterwards. In fact, it 
appears that he had little or no conception 
then of its general possibilities and use. 

Dr. Morton, who it seems had a keenly 
sensitive appreciation of pain suffered by 
others, had long been seeking some method 
or means for deadening the acuteness of 
pain-connected with dentistry. He experi- 
mented with sulphuric ether, as applied 
locally, and there was found in his case book 
a record of his use of Jaudanum. A woman 
was to have ail her teeth extracted. The 
tecord reads: ‘“‘Commenced giving opiates 
about moon, Gave, first, 150 drops of lauda- 
num. Twenty minutes later, 150 drops ad- 
ditional. Waited ten minutes and gave 100 
drops more. Gave 200 drops more with in- 
tervals of five minutes. Whele amount 
given, 500 drops in forty-five minutes. At 
the expiration of this she was sleepy, but 
able to walk to the chair. She was con- 
fcieus, but insensible to a considerable de- 
‘sree. On returning home she continued to 
vomit at intervals during the afternoon. En- 
tirely recovered in a week.’’

ING EDWARD has 
been dining at a 
table at which the 
guests, according to 
official record in the 
court  ctreoulars, 
numbered thirteen, 
}. and much alarm pre- 
vails im consequence 
thereof among those 
of his subjects who 
are in any Way su- 
perstitious. This is 
not surprising. But 
what is astonishing 
is that the King

sented to make the 
thirteenth of any dinner party. For he is 
exceedingly superstitious himself, like most

of the members of his family, and manifests | 


this peculiar characteristic in all sorts of 
ways. 

The occasion on which he is reported to 
have formed the thirteenth of a party was 
at luncheon at Friedrichshof on the day of 
his arrival there, the Kaiser being among 
his fellow-guests. According to the super- 
stition, it is the first of the thirteen who hap- 
pens to rise from table who is doomed to 
die within the following twelve months. 
Now, inasmuch as the King and the Kaiser 
were the two chief personages present, it is 
either the one or the other of them who must 
have given the signal for the rising from 


table by getting up himself. The question |

remains as to which of the two monarchs it’ 


was. In Germany, where this luncheon party 
of thirteen has given rise to an immense 
amount of discussion, the belief is enter- 
tained that it was Emperor William who was 
the first to rise, while in England the con- 
viction prevails that it was King Edward, 
and it serves to strengthen the popular im- 
pression to the effect that his reign will not 
be a long one. 

Apropos of this question of thirteen tables, 
I can never help thinking when I hear it 
mentioned of the part which this supersti- 
tion played in the death in France of the 
beautiful young Baroness Leonino, daugh- 
ter of Baron Gustave Rothschild. It oc- 
curred some five years ago. While taking 
part in a stag hunt her horse dashed be- 
neath a tree in such a manner that its 
branches struck her head, precipitating her 
to the ground in an unconscious condition. 
She was carried to the neighboring chateau 
of Chamont, owned by the proprietor of the 


| pack, Albert Menier, and the celebrated 


surgeon, Professor Berger, was summoned 
by telegraph. As it was impossible for him 
to come at once, he sent his chief assistant, 
a doctor whose name I have before me but 
prefer not to mention, to take charge of 
the case until his arrival. 

The condition of the young Baroness was 
not, however, permitted to interfere with 
the dinner party at the chAteau in the even- 
ing, and after the guests had inquired about 
the Baroness and the women flirted and 
coquetted a bit with the exceedingly hand- 
some and dashing young surgeon, they pro- 
ceeded down-stairs to the drawing-room, and 
thence to the d@ining-room. Meanwhile 
the state of the young Baroness had become 
more critical, and the presence at her bed- 
side on the part of the foung doctor wes im- 
perative. Just as the party was about to 
sit down at table they found that they would 
be thirteen. Terribly alarmed, they dis- 
patched Count Bertrand, an intimate friend 
of the master of the houge, to the doctor up- 
stairs, entreating him to come down and to 
join them at table in order to make fourteen, 
since otherwise the entire party would be 
broken up. Called upen to choose between 
his duty to his patient and his desire to 
please the women down-stairs, the young 
doctor decided in favor of the latter, left 
his patient, went down-stairs, and joined the 
party in the dining-room. 

The dinner,*in spite of the accident to the 
Baroness, was a gay one, and, when, after 
the coffee and liquor, the doctor returned to 
the bedside cf his patient, it was to find that 
she had been dead nearly half an hour. Pro- 
fessor Berger, to his credit, lost no time in 
dismissing his assistant as soon as he ar- 
rived later on in the evening. For a brief 
examination sufficed to demonstrate to him 
that the Baroness had succumbed to a lack 
of proper care, and that even the most ele- 
mentary measures adopted during the crisis 
which supervened while the young doctor 
was at dinner down-stairs would have suf- 
ficed to save her life. 

With regard to the correspondence alleged 
to have taken place between King Milan and 
Queen Natalie of Servia, and which, 
published in the Paris Temps the other day, 
was subsequently reproduced in other papers 
on beth sides of the Atlantic, the letters in 
question are now declared by Queen Natalie 
herself to have been fictitious.

Herne’s methods and also of their limita- 
tions. Few American plays contain clearer 
character drawing or more of the minute 
etchings which are convincing of realism. 
The piece is redolent of an atmosphere which 
may or may not be that of the real Sag Har- 
bor, but which is distinctive and which Sag 
Harbor ought to be proud to have.

The Smith Itbretto, too, is above 
the average of its fellows, and contains not 
only several effective lyrics but many lines 
of no inconsiderable humor.

The 
original scenery and costumes have been 
secured, the result being a succession of at- 
tractive stage-pictures. Mr. Moulan has the 
title réle, and capitally he avails himself 
of its laughter-provoking possibilities, his 
fun-making being free from all coarseness, 
and undue extravagance, yet at no time 
lacking in liveliness and effectiveness. Miss 
Berri as Cleopatra sang with the ease and 
surety that makes listening to her invaria- 
bly a source of satisfaction. Her entrance 
solo was so well done that a double encore 
was unavoidable and the same commendation 
was bestowed upon the duet which she sang 
with Mr. Moulan. 

It was a pleasure to hear. Mr. Roberts 
again in a part that gave him some chance 
to sing. As Ptarmigan he had a good solo 
and two duets with Miss Berri and, being in 
good vocal condition, contributed mueh to 
the. enjoyableness of the evening. Arthur 
Wooley was a jolly King Ptolemy, Miss 
Chapman a_ sufficiently domineering Si- 
moona, and Mr. Clark a satisfactory Cheops.

LIVELY DAY IN WALL STREET. 


Trading on Enormous Scale and Sharp 
Advances in Prices of Securi- 
ties Are Recorded. 


[BY E. W. HARDEN.]} 

New York, March 18.—[Special.]—Trading 
on a enormous scale and sharp advances in 
the price of securities marked the course of 
today’s market. From the opening hour trans- 
actions were on a heavy scale, and the total trad- 
ing of the day reached a figure not far below the 
greatest in the history of the New York Stock 
Exchange. It was in the railroads that the great- 
est advance was shown, and the greatest activity 
was in these issues. The industrials were not 
without friends, however, and the steel stocks 
were bought at advancing figures, while on the 
curb there was great activity and strength dis- 
played in the securities of the United States Steel 
corporation, which is to absorb all of the princi- 
pal steel companies. 


->- 

It is rather hard to figure out the impelling 
cause in today’s advance. Brokers are at sea 
as to just what reason there should be for the 
continued advance in prices and for the great 
activity. The reports of commission houses of 
extensive investment buying will not entirely ac- 
count for it. It apparently was due to a com- 
bination of investment and speculative buying, in 
which speculative buying formed the greater part. 
Bullish sentiment has been growing of late, and 
among the professional element there are decided 
views regarding continued strength in stocks and 
improvement, even from the prices which now 
prevail. Ever since the election the public has 
been the leader tn the stock market, and pro- 
fessionals today are buying back at present figures 
stocks they sold some time ago at much lower 
quotations on the theory that the market had 
reached the top, and that a big break was due. 

Although direct denials have come from officials 
of the companies interested regarding many of the 
rumors of railroad consolidations, Wall street 
traders still believe in the truth of these reports 
as firmly as they believe their Bibles. 

Thre has been a good deal of uncertainty regard- 
ing the cause for the activity in Burlington, and 
Mr. Hill's statement that he had nothing to do 
with the purchase of the stock served for a time 
to put an end to the circulation of the report that 
Burlington was to be acquired by Great North- 
ern and Northern Pacific. The story telegraphed 
from Chicago today, as it appeared in ‘* The 
Tribune’’ yesterday, is taken as being true. 
While denials are still made, they are qualified 
denials, and Wal! street looks for an announce- 
ment in the near future which will bear out com- 
pletely the statements published. 

That there ts an important deal pending in the 
Southwest, in which Missouri Pacific will be the 
central figure, is now beyond question. Standard 
Oil brokers have been active buyers of the stock 
of late, and even the announcement made today 
that the difectors of the company would meet on 
Thursday and deciare a dividend on the stock does 
not entirely account for the activity and strength 
displayed of late. Today Missouri Pacific sold up 
to 965%, establishing a high record price, and 
closed at 95%, as compared with a close on Sat- 
urday at 93. Missouri, Kansas and Texas was 
fairly active, and a fractional advance was 
shown.

Curb brokers are having a rich harvest in the 
present activity in United States Steel. This has 
not been listed on the Stock Exchange, and all 
trading which is done in it is done on the curb. 
Today quotations advanced nearly 3 points in each 
issue, and the trading was in excess of 100,000 
shares. 

The time set for the deposit of stock under the 
‘terms of the offer made by J. P. Morgan & Co. 
expires Wednesday, and while it is probable there 
will be an extension beyond that time al! of the 

tock necessary to complete the deal will be in 

and by that time. In fact, there is enough stock 
now on deposit to make the success of the plan 
absolutely certain. The company will be or- 
ganized almost immediately, and it is probable 
at thé meeting of the Listing committee the new 
stock will be listed on the Stock Exchange. Wall 
street is looking for a period of higher prices for 
these securities. 

The traction issues were in active, demand to- 
day at advancing figures. Sales in Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit amounted to nearly 50,000 shares in Man- 
hattan to nearly 100,000 shares, and in Metropoll- 
tan to more than 7,000 shares. Manhattan was 
the feature of the trading in the traction issues, 
selling.up to 129% and closing at 128%, as com- 
pared with a closing on Saturday at 125. Brook- 
lyn Rapid Transit sold up to 8&4, and closed at 
835%, a net gain of a % point.

HEAVY TRADING IN STOCKS. 


Market Takes on Greater Degree of 
Vigor, Transactions Being in Ex- 
cess of 1,600,000 Shares. 


[BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. ] 

NEW YORK, March 18.—[{Special.]—The 
stock market today took on a greater degree 
of vigor than has been witnessed for some 
time. The transactions were in excess of 1,600,000 
shares and the distribution of business was ex- 
ceptionally good, in spite of large transactions ina 
number of issues. The dealings in railway bonds 
were fully up to the high average recently estab- 
lished, approaching $6,400,000, par value. In this 
department also interest was exceedingly diversi- 
fied, and, in common with the stock list, there was 
a reflection in the late dealings of spirited profit- 
taking. The general tone, however, was strong. 

Although a great many new high records were 
made in share prices on Saturday new high figures 
on the present movement were touched today by 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, Louisville and 
Nashville, Manhattan railway, New York, Chi- 
eago and St. Louis issues, Erie issues, Consoli- 
dated Gas, Chicago Terminal preferred, North- 
west, Rock Island, Missouri Pacific, Minneapolis 
and St. Louis common, and other issues. 

The market as a whole was unaffected by the 
possibility of labor disturbances in the anthracite 
coal regions and was also superior to fairly liberal 
selling in this market by the foreign arbitrage 
dealers. The principal motive of the speculation 
appeared to be the spirit of confidence resulting 
from the prenomenal position of the United States 
in the markets of the world as shown by the es- 
tablished trade in favor of the country, amount- 
ing to the stupendous sum of $492,000,000, by the 
continued increases in railroad earnings and the 
activity of large interests, with practically unlim- 
ited capital in comprehensive plans to improve the 
position of the railroads and weld together the 
colossal iron and steel properties of the country. 

The reiteration of reports of the absorption of 
lines or alliances between various properties serves 
to keep speculative interest at a high pitch, and 
there is, in addition, the object lesson of an im- 
mense pressure of investment capital in the mar- 
ket for railway bonds and high-priced stocks. 

A development of importance was a sharp up- 
ward movement in the tron and steel shares, which 
was largely due to the announcement that the large 
iron mines, railroad interests, and various plants 
in Minnesota consolidated by the Rockefeller in- 
terests are to be merged into the United States 
corporation. Another consideration bearing upon 
this group was the approach of the time limit set 
for the exchange of the stocks of the more prom- 
inent companies into those of the United States 
Steel corporation. 

" The anthracite coal shares in the early dealings 
refiected apprehension of a renewal of labor dis- 
turbances In the coal regions, but the trading, ex- 
cept in Reading and Erie issues; was only mod- 
erate. Later an extraordinary development of 
strength and activity occurred in the Erie stocks, 
notably the common, which led the entire market 
in volume of dealings, the transactions in it foot- 
ing up 170,000 shares. The stock scored a net gain 
= Si per cent, closing at the best price of the 
ay. 

The movement in these stocks was based ap- 
parently on a belief that an important interest in 
the property had increased its holdings, and the 
power of the backers of the company will greatly 
increase the earnings by making the property a 
part of the transcontinental system and by fully 
employing its facilities as a miner and shipper of 
both anthracite and bituminous coal. 

Chicago, Burlington and Quincy was second in 
extent of trading, making a record of approx!- 
mately 134,000 shares, and closed with a gain of 2% 
over Saturday's final figure. The transactions 
turned on the suggested acquisition of consolidated 
property by large capitalists and upon reiterated 
rumors, which found many believers, that the div- 
idend will be raised to a 7 per cent basis. In this 
group Rock Isiand was next in extent of business 
and retained two points of an extreme advance of 
3% per cent. 

A few of the many notable movements tn the usu- 
ally active list included Louisville and Nashville, 
Missouri Pacific, Northern Pacific common, Atchi- 
son preferred, and Southern Pacific, at net gains 
extending to 2% per cent in Missouri! Pacific. 

in the iron and steel group advances were scored 
extending to five points in American Tinplate com- 
mon. The leader in activity was Federal Steel 
preferred, which rose 4'4 points net. Sugar Re- 
fining led the industrials in point of activity and 
closed with a net gain of a point. 

In the curb market the steel issues, particularily 
United States Steel corporation stocks, were the 
features. The aggregate transactions in the stocks 
mentioned exceeded 100,000 shares. The common 
closed over two points and the preferred nearly 
three points net higher.

There 
was no significant trading, both the bulls and 
bears apparently being content to stand on their 
lines and spar for time and an opening. May 
sold from 4i%e down to 41\%&-\%ec without bringing 
out any long stuff, and a pit demand rallied the 
price to 41%-%c at the close, a loss of M%-\<c. 
Primary receipts were small, 573,837 bu, compared 
with 754,535 bu _ last year, but otherwise figures 
were bearish. There were 102 cars of contract 
grade in the local receipts out of 393, compared 
with 3 out of 408 a year ago. Clearances. were 
only 74,503 bu. Some inquiry was reported by 
but no business closed during the session, 
partiy on account of car scarcity. Seaboard sales 
were 160,000 bu. Local stocks and the visible 
supply increased handsomely. World's shipments

Sage about the same. The July future, under 
some selling pressure, lost its premium of ac over 
May. Liverpool futures were Jd higher, and spot 
unchanged. 

Products of the kinky tailed porker were in good 
demand by commission houses thought to be acting 
for certain packers, and sold up to top price for 
the prices, closing at their best or nearly so in spite 
of a slight loss on the Hve article because of 
heavier receipts than expected and a continuance 
of the heavy selling by the Cudahy Packing com- 
pany of Omaha, sales of May pork and lard, and 
some July lard. The Anglo-American bought 
stuff, Lamson picked up 5,000 bris pork early, and 
there was a closing rally started by buying by 
Roloson. Packers and shippers still report an 
active cash demand for meats and lard. Pork 
sold at $15.90 for May again, a gain of 20c, and 
July touched $15.15 and closed ie lower, gaining 
2c. _ Lard futures advanced 5-7lgc, and ribs 
7%-12%c. There were 36,000 hogs in, with 27,000 
estimated for today. Western receipts were 66,400, 
compared with 56,800 last year. 

While there was an apparent range of %c in 
oats, few sold at either extreme. The low point 
on May was 25c¢c and the high 254%4c. Trade was 
of an extremely steady character. About the only 
news on the floor was Snow's estimate of re- 
serves in farmers’ hands of 300,000,000 bu, which 
compared with 332,000,000 bu on the correspond- 
ing date last year. The visible increase of 23.000 
bu was about 150,000 bu less than the previous 
week’s increase. The 17 cars of contract oats in 
receipts of 174 preserved about the usual propor- 
tion.

Buyers are taking good barley fairly well, but 
the trade does not show much life. Screenings 
sold from 31@36'4c, medium from 50@51lc, and 
choice at 56c. The latter price was also bid for 
good barley to arrive. 

The timothy market has gone to pieces. Prac- 
tically no demand exists except in a wretchedly 
small way. The reason for this is that the wants 
of the larger dealers are, under present trade 
methods, supplied by practically one firm in this 
city who a heavily last fall, cleaned and 
stored the seed throughout the winter months, and 
is now shipping according to the needs of the 
buyers. Prices were 10c lower on top of the break 
of 10c on Saturday, contract selling at $4.00.

Clover did not 
sympathize with timothy and was quoted steady 
and firm at $10.65.

The Committee on ‘* Other Inspection ’’—Messrs. 
Chadwick, Slaughter, and Buckley—will eubmit a 
report to the directors today in which will be in- 
corporated the results of a number of meetings held 
to devise plans by which the relations of the sam- 
plers and the grain trade will be more satisfactory 
than at present. The report first takes up the 
question of fact and strongly recommends uni- 
formity without suggesting any basis of prices. 
To establish the latter the several official samplers 
will be later called before the directory and the 
work of the various samplers looked into. . A pro- 
vision is made for arbitration of small claims which 
may be based in any way on th sample. This ar- 
bitration will be without expense to either side 
and is expected to make the arbitration of differ- 
ences much more popular than at present. Here- 
tofore each side has been required to put up $10, 
this amount being returned to the party in whose 
favor the arbitration Committee decided the case. 
In some instances the deposits required have ex- 
ceeded the amount of the claim. The report also 
provides for the appeal of a case from the Arbi- 
tration to the Appeals committee. The report does 
not interfere with ‘‘ receivers’ agents’’ in any 
way. As a general thing the latter do not wish to 
b2 created official samplers, and the petition against 
such action by the directors having been numer- 
ously signed they will probably be left alone. 

On the subject of higher duties on cereals im- 
ported into Germany the St. Petersburg Novoe 
Vremya says that Russia and the United States 
should come to an agreement with reference to sup- 
plying European markets rather than compets 
with each other. The United States should note 
that danger threatens her from Germany. The 
Agrarians are seeking to compensate Russia at 
the expense of the United States, and the latter 
should enter into an agreement with Russia that 
would avoid unrestricted competition. A tariff 
war between Russia and Germany, it adds, may 
be inevitable, though it would prove disastrous to 
both countries. 
A lot of pyramiders who were led by overplus 
of bull enthusiasm the latter part of last week 
into piling up topheavy lines of wheat wsre/thor- 
oughly shaken out yesterday and the fail was as 
bad for the market, temporarily, as it was for the 
holders. 

To all appearances the Liverpool wheat market 

has had a sudden and complste recovery, both 
from the war scare and from the proposed import 
duty on foreign grain. 
It is possible that the elevator interests which 
took off their hedges in the expectation of a boom 
in wheat have been putting them out on the recent 
swell. Some quick guessers in the. pit thought 
they saw signs of Armour selling on Saturday and 
early yesterday through several commission 
houses. 

Richardson & Co. unloaded a car of white oats: 
at the Santa Fé elevator yesterday which held 
3,325 bu, a record breaker for size as far as known. 
William Young, while on a visit to Milwaukee on 
Sunday, found grain traders there deeply interested 
in a proposed innovation on th: local exchange 
now being considered by the directors. The scheme 
is to make Chicago. contracts deliverable there, fol- 
lowing all the rules of the Chicago board, and to 
trade in privileges, which, however, is much 
against the rules of the Chicago board. The Mil- 
waukee people hope by the change to keep the 
Milwaukee business in futures which comes here, 
the business im privileges which goes to Minneapo- 
lis, and some of the big Chicago business, the bulk 
of which now goes to Milwaukee. Apparently the 
Chicago Board of Trada is to get nothing but losg 
of business and the compliment of having its con- 
tracts adopted as the basis of trading by the neigh- 
boring exchange, if the scheme proves a success. 
Local traders doubt if Milwaukee can develop a 
big enough market to take care of its own specu- 
lative trade satisfactorily. 

Richardson & Co. had a budget of crop news of 
interest from the Southwest. Their traveling man 
reports the crop in good condition through the best 
part of the wheat belt from Dodge City to New- 
ton, along the Arkansas River Valley. In the 
southern part of the State, in Sedgwick, Sumner, 
and Harper Counties, which raised the banner 
crops last year, the weather has been too dry and 
rain is needed. There is some danger of the same 
sort in Oklahoma and some claims of damage to 
the Texas crop from lice.

Little doubt is entertained in’ railroad cir- 


cles here that there is the strongest kind of 


foundation for the story published in Tue 


* ‘Tripune Sunday stating that the Morgan- 
Harriman interests had secured control of 
the Burlington and decided to lease it to 
J. J. Hill for the Great Northern and North- 
ern Pacific railroads on guarantees of 7 per 
cent on the capital stock. The parties in- 
terested have not ventured to make an open 
@denial of the report, and the additional ad- 
Vance in Burlington stock was taken as an 
indication that a deal of that nature had 
been consummated. Another straw which 
indicated the direction from which the wind 
blew is the fact that President Mellen of the 
NWorthern Pacific went to New York a few 
days ago. It was given out that the object 
of-his trip was to negotiate for the sale of 
the land owned by his company west of the 
Missouri River, but the impression is that 
he went there to confer with Messrs. Hill, 
Morgan, and Harriman regarding the Bur- 
lington deal. A prominent Eastern railroad 

official who was in the city yesterday stated 
that he heard several days ago that Hill 
had been given an option on the Burlington 
and that he had the choice of either guar- 
anteeing 7 per cent on the stock or issuing 
new bonds on the basis of 185 per share for 
the stock.

Explains Position.of Company. 

Attorney William G. Beale of the Edison 
company was present during the committee 
meeting, and at the request of Alderman 
Boyd he explained the position of the com- 
pany not only upon the proposed franchise 
but upon the question of discrimination in 
rates. He said: 
‘‘Any merchant of North avenue is in- 
vited to come to the offices of ‘the Chicago 
Edison company and compare his rates with 
those of his neighbors. He will be given 
the same rates for the same service under 
similar conditions. The company does not 
deny that it makes discriminations. It does 
this just as any firm would do under similar 
circumstances. They are discriminations 
which are based on common sense.”’ 


Fix Examination for Burke. 

.A way has been found for Colonel R. O’S. . 
Burke, now acting as Harbor Engineer, to 

take the civil service examination for his 
position. The original intention was to call 
a promotional examinaton. Colonel Burke 
would not have béen eligible in this case, 
as he has resigned from his position as Su- 
perintendent of Sewers. Only one engineer, 
Robert Wilcox, filed papers for the examina- 
tion, and it was determined to make it an 
original examination, which admits Colonel 
Burke. 


Will Pay Loan Brokers’ Claims. 
Officials of the city, grown tired of appear- 
ing in justice court disputes between loan 
brokers and elty employés, have deposited 
$5,426.79 in the Circuit Court in token of their 
willingness to pay the claims against the 
city. The money was deposited in connec- 
tion with a bill of interpleader in which the 
city declares its readiness to settle all just 
claims for salary, and asks an injunction to 
protect it against numerous suits for the 
recovery of the special amounts in dispute. 
The injunction was issued at the request of 
the City Controller and the City Treasurer 
by Judge Dunne after the deposit of the gross 
amount with the clerk of the court. 


Refuse Space on Sidewalks. 
The Committee on Streets and Alleys 
South yesterday rejected ordinances of two 
property-owners granting the right to en- 
croach upon the sidewalks with show win- 
dows. Henry Strong offered $50 a year for 


in the form of indictment. The members of 
the jury have no right to blacken the char- 
acter of any individual or public official un- 
less they have evidence against him suffi- 
cient to warrant an indictment.” 
Relative to the investigation of county 
institutions, the court said: 
“The statute requires the jury’to visit the 
public institutions, but few of the recent 
grand juries have done so. I charge this 
jury to investigate the conditions obtaining 
in these institutions and make a report to 
the court of the matter.” 
The Judge instructed the jurors to ex- 
pedite their work by disposing summarily 
of those minor cases which ought to be dis- 
posed of in the police courts, and which, he 
said, cost the county $200 to impose a $5 
fine. Relative to this matter he said: 
** There are many trifling cases which take 
up the valuable time of the grand jury, and 
which never ought to reach there. These 
are neighbors’ quarrels, saloon rows, and 
street fights, which ought to be disposed of 
in the police court. It would be better for 
the jury to throw such cases out, as the trial 
of each costs the county about $200 and 
results perhaps in a fine of $5.’’ 
The court named William A. Amberg, 440 
North State street, as foreman. 


JUDGE TUTHILL PAROLES BOYS. 


Sends Twenty-four from John Worthy 
School to Their Parents—Requires 
Homes for Six. 


Thirty boys were sent to the Juvenile Court 
yesterday by Superintendent J. J. Sloan, to 
be released from the John Worthy School. 
All but six were paroled to their parents. 
When the notice was received from Superin- 
tendent Sloan last week that he would rec- 
ommend certain boys for release the homes 
of all named on his list were investigated. 
In all cases except these six the homes were 
found to have improved suffictently so that 
ihe probation officers felt justified in recom- 
mending the release of the children, 

The case of Thomas McKeon, recommended 
for release by Superintendent Sloan, is one 
of the saddest which have come into the 
Juvenile Court. The boy is said to be dying 
of consumption. He has been in the John 
Worthy School since Feb. 9, 1900, and his 
conduct has improved so that he previously 
has been recommended for release. The boy 
is only 12 years of age, but his parents are 
both dead and nore of his relatives offers 
him, a home. 

The boys who are returned to Superintend- 
ent Sloan are still wards of the court, but 
are no longer inmates of the John Worthy 
School He will attempt to secure homes 
for them, and if unsuccessful will put them to 
work under his own supervision.

WINTER MORTALITY STILL LOW. 


March Death Rate Indicates Decrease of 
547 Persons from 1900—Influenza 
Germ Becomes Virulent. 


Contrary to the surmise of the Health de- 
partment in its bulletin for the week ended 
March 9, the mortality last week was lower 
than for the week previous and restores the 
average of eight weeks of unprecedentedly 
low winter mortality. There were 443 deaths 
from all causes reported, being thirty-eight 
less than the previous week and 104 less than 
the corresponding week of 1900. On the basis 
of the first sixteen days of the month, the 
total March mortality will be only 1,910, as 
against 2,547 in 1900, 2,343 in 1809, and 2,316 
in 1898. 

The most satisfactory and the unlooked- 
for decrease is in the deaths from pneu- 
monia, which were forty-eight fewer than 
in the corresponding week one year ago. 
Physicians report an increased virulence 
of the influenza germ during the last week. 
The department advises again the avoid- 
ance of exposure to sudden changes of 
weather, moderation in eating and drinking, 
and suitable clothes, especially for the throat 
and chest and the feet. Caution in the use 
of untreated hydrant water also should be 
observed, especially by the young and non- 
immune.
